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Sir: 

Applicants hereby petition for acceptance of color and 
grayscale drawings for this application. The inventions described 
in the application relate to tissue response to occluding masses 
placed within the fallopian tubes. The desired tissue response, 
and the composition of an embodiment of the occluding mass are 
best illustrated to those in art with color illustrations or 
photographs. Line art drawings cannot accurately depict the 
inventions with the same degree of clarity to those in the art. 
In other figures, the structure of the mass is best illustrated 
with grayscale images, and cannot be reduced to line art without 
loss of three dimensional perspective which is provided by the 
grayscale image. 

Three sets of the color and grayscale figures are provided 
with this petition. The color and grayscale figures are provided 
in the form of high resolution (compared to line art) color 
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printer prints , on letter size paper. The figures as provided are 
durable, and the figures are not subject to separation from the 
files as are photographs on small photographic paper. 
Accordingly, the applicants request that the figures be treated as 
color figures under 1.84 (2). 

The applicants propose the following amendment to the 
specification to include the following paragraph inserted as the 
first paragraph in the Brief Description of the Drawings on page 
7: 

"The file of this patent contains at least one drawing 
executed in color. Copies of this patent with color drawings 
will be provided by the Patent and Trademark Office upon 
request and payment of the necessary fee"
